Morrison-Expands 
Cafeteria C Chain 


TAMPA—The “Morrison Cafe- 
teria Co. has released details of an 
expansion Program throughout 
Florida. 

Leases have been signed for new 
cafeterias in Cocoa and Sarasota, 
and currently under construction 
are new restaurants in Jackson- 
ville, Clearwater and Tampa. 

The expansion program will give 
the Morrison Co. 27 different: food 
operations throughout the state, 
including 21 cafeterias and six im- 
perial’ House restaurants. In addi- 
tion to these, the company ope- 
rates feeding services for many 
schools, hospitals, and office build- 
ings through its subsidiary, Morri- 
son Food Services, Inc.

Funeral services for Jiles Benton 
Elliott, 86, Pahokee pioneer, were 
held at the Pahokee First Metho- 
dist Church Tuesday at 3 p. m., 
with the Rev. A. D. Houglin, form- 
er pastor of the church, and the 
Rev. T. C. O'Steen, pastor, officiat- 
ing. 

Mr. Elliott, known locally as 
“Uncle Ben”, died at a Hollywood 
hospital Sunday ‘after a long ill- 
ness. Born in Manchester, Tenn., he 
came to Pahokee: in 1922 from the 
West Coast and was one of the 
early pioneer farmers of this sec- 
tion. He served for 25 years as dep- 
uty sheriff in county elections at 
the Pahokee precinct and was for 
many years assistant manager of 
the Ford Motor Company Agency 
in Pahokee while it was owned by 
his son, Elmer B. Elliott, Sr, tle 
was a member of the Pahokee 
First Methodist Church.

Richlands Sale Is Out; 
State To Lease Land 


Last shee nis Richlands, Inc., 
land sale held in the Glades Office 
building by members of the In- 
ternal Improvement Board . saw 
only a handful of the acreage sold. 
Records show that a little more 
than 1,000 acres were sold at auc- 
tion out of the total of nearly 3,000 
acres offered. 

Several individuals submitted 
bids on individual parcels totaling 
1,100 acres. The Bids ranged from 
$453 to $507 an, acre and totaled 
$516,800. 

Rumor had it that many, many 
small farmers wanted to bid on the 
acreage in small plots and this was 
one of the factors that caused the 
state agency to cut up the acreage 
into small offerings from 40 acres 
up. But, when the bids were opened 
there weren't many small farmers 
in the race. All of the bids were 
made by big operators. The min- 


um price was $453 per acre as 
‘by the appraisal. 


Tuesday of this week the U.. 
s. Sugar Corp., which already has” 
substantial holdings in this area; 
offered to buy the entire tract for 
$453 an acre, or more than one 
million dollars. 
. By a vote of two for and three ` 
against, Cabinet Trustees of the 
Internal Improvement. Fund .‘re- 
jected the individual offers to pur- 
chase. 

The trustees then decided to re- 
advertise the land for taking of 
bids next Tuesday on leasing the . 
land for. 10 or 15 year periods. 
They suggested a minimum price 
of $20 an acre. 

Richlands, Inc; a big farming 
concern whose long term lease ex- 
pired last June, offered to make a 
new lease for $20 an acre.

Florida Is Not 
Mecca For Old Folks 


GAINESVILLE — Florida’s sta. 
tus as the Mecca for older people | 
i$ a popular view based on exag- 
geration, reports. a University of 
Florida economist. 

Dr. John N. Webb, in the July | 
“Economic Leaflet,” credits Flor- 
ida’s advance to one of the “big”. 
Population states in the last decade 
as being primarily due to the influx | 
of people under 65.. He points out ; 
that Florida has gained a substan- 
tial inerease in the labor force 
group 18 to 44 years of age, while 
most other states in the nation; 
showed a deficit in this age group. | 

Florida ‘is first in .the nation 
proportionately in population grow- | 
th due to net migration, but the 
popular belief that retirees are 
primarily ‘responsible for’ this 
growth is challenged by Dr. Webb. 

Comparing age compositions of 
state populations with figures tak-! 
en from the March, 1960, “Current 
Population Report,” and Census 
Bureau estimates, he shows that 
while Florida’s elderly population 
doubled between 1950 and 1958, the 
total population of the state doubl- 
ed as well. Dr. Webb says this 
clearly indicates that the majority 
of Florida’. increase in population 
is coming from groups under 65. 

In 1950, Florida had 235,000 per- 
sons aged 65 or older, only 8.6 per 
cent of her total population. This 
was the same percentage held by 
California, Dr. Webb says. 

He points out that the national 
percentage of elderly people was. 
only 8.1 in 1950. Eight, years later, 
the Census Bureau estimates show- 
ed at least two other states with | 
high percentages ‘of elderly resi-| 
dents‘than Florida, in spite of an 
increase of 1.6 percentage points 
in Florida’s elderly population. ` 

These facts, conclude Dr. Webb, 
do not justify the common opinion 
that Florida is a “retirement” 
state. 

In addition to his study of age 
composition, Dr. Webb's article 
shows that Florida’s population 
gains in the 1950's stand ahead of 
those made by such industrial 
states as Ohio, New York, Michi- 
gan, and Illinois, Brevard County 
(Cape Canaveral), alone, he points 
out, gained 60,000 persons from 
new migration, the same number 
gained from out of state in the 
whole state of New York in the 
same period. This shows why 
Florida ranks first in the nation in 
gains from interstate migration, 
says Dr. Webb. 

Florida's industrial rank, how- 
ever, is far down the list from her 
Population rank, says Dr. Webb. 
The 1958 Census of Manufactures 
lists Florida twenty-third in terms 
of employment in industry. 

He says Florida’s geography and 
resource endowments are road- 
blocks to rapid industrialization 
The expected urbanization increase 
from 65 percent in 1950, to 75 per- 
cent in 1960, reflects strong growth 
in localized industry, Webb says. 

The abundance of workers who 
have moved to Florida because of
